J J MALONEY RE 

WAGE CLAIMS 


J.J. Maloney’s Ku Klux Klan orgati 
ization operations, in Alberta are run¬ 
ning anything but smoothly. Friday, 
July 8th, at Edmonton he was cited as 
defendant in two v^age claims and 
Saturday morning a writ was issued 
against him in the supreme court of 
the province by two members of the 
Klan. Maloney has lectured here on a' 
number of occasions.- 

The supreme court action was start 
ed • by Charles Henry Marson and 
John H. Young, who claim to be 
members of Imperial Kloncilium and 
are suing on behalf of themselves and 
of all other' members of the Klan. 

The statement of claim reveals the 
internal organization of the Klan into 
local lodges or Klaverns. Young 
claims he is the chief officer of the 
Edmonton Klanton, a district com¬ 
prised of numerous divisions. 

It is alleged that all initiation .fees 
and annual dues were sent to the de¬ 
fendants in the action, and that they 
had neglected to pay back the proper 
share due to the local Alberta lodges 
and to Edmonton Klanton. . 

The plaintiffs are asking for an ac¬ 
counting of all moneys’ received by 
Maloney and his associates on the Im¬ 
perial Kloncilium, and an order that 
they pay back to Marson all the inia- 
tion fees and dues paid by him and 
by those whom he induced to join. 

The action for the return of dues 
collected and paid by Marson is being 
taken because it was represented that 
membership in the Invisible Empire, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan was 
being given, when, in fact, member; 
ship was being given only to a body 
holding a charter for the province of 
Alberta. 

The wage claims are brought by 
Rev. Duncan McDougall, M.A., to re¬ 
cover $181.40 alleged to be due for 
lecturing and editorial work in con¬ 
nection with Maloney’s paper “The 
Liberator.”—Lethbridge Herald.

Does This Tax Fulfil Best Purpose, 
or l>oes it Penalize Business? 


At Imperial Conference 


In a recent issue of the Canadian ' 
Grocer, an article appears which! 
gives some interesting slants on the 
6 per cent, sales tax. Whether all 
readers will agree with the writer’s 
viewpoints, Is not certain. But at 
any rate the viewpoint is worth read¬ 
ing. 

A reporter decides to follow up the 
workings of the sales tax and its ef¬ 
fect on individuals. First he visits 
a member of parliament, interviewing 
him as follows: ‘ 

M.P.: “The sales tax means that 
mostly things are 6 per cent, dearer 
than they would be otherwise.” 

Reporter: “Then if*there weren’t 
any sales tax, people could buy 6 per 
cent, more goods, manufacturers 
would make 6 per cent, more goods, 
there would be 6 per cent, more peo¬ 
ple employed. Supposing 4 workman 
spent $20.00 a week on goods, he 
really pays the government $1.20 a 
week or $62.40 a year. That is like 
an income tax, only folks don’t know (

CITY DEBTS 


INCREASING 


Bonded Indebtedness Making Start 
ling Upward Stride 


Details of a survey given in the 
June issue of the National Municipal 

Review (L’.S.) made by_Mr. C. E. 

Kightor, of the Detroit Bureau of 
‘Governmental Research, show the 
tenth annual tabulation of city bonded 
indebtedness of 219 comparable cities 
in the United States, and 12 compar¬ 
able cities in Canada. 

The Righter analysis shows that 
the net bonded debt of the 33 largest 
cities included in the first tabulation 
in 1921 increased from $2,608,000,000 
to $4,633,000,000 mb 1931, or 77 per 
cent, in the ten years, while the popu¬ 
lation of these same cities in the same 
period increased 20 per cent. 

In 219 comparable U.S. cities a per 
capita increase was shown in 1931 of 
$4.96, as compared with an increase 
of $4.92 in 1930, while the 12 Cana¬ 
dian citjes had an increase in 1931 of 
$1.01 per head, and in 1930 an in¬ 
crease of $9.86 per head. 

The net debt per head ranged in 
the United States cities of under 500- 
000 population from $375.61 to $607, 
while the Canadian cities ranged in 
the same comparison from $45.46 for 
Winnipeg to $250.94 for Edmonton 
per head. The U.S. cities over' 500,-

The business of economy is by no 
means confined to Alberta. An Ontar¬ 
io exchange says: 

“Economy of administration in 
an increasing necessity. The aboli¬ 
tion of county councils has been sug¬ 
gested. Does it not seem more reas¬ 
onable to abolish township councils? 

“In the horse and buggy days the 
township was of some importance. Its 
efficient administration called for a 
council of men who understood the 
local needs. Good roads and the au¬ 
tomobile seem to have eliminated the 
necessity of township government. A 
county council could surely handle the 
needs of the smaller municipalities. 

“If this too far-reaching a step be 
undertaken all at once a consolidation 
of townships might first be consider¬ 
ed. If Caledon and Albion were amal 
gamated, and Chinguacousy and Tor¬ 
onto Gore, there would be a consid¬ 
erable saving for the taxpayer. Three 
townships could be governed more 
cheaply and efficiently. than five. 

“Surely we are not so set and staid 
in our ideas that we must continue to 
work with old fashioned machinery 
designed for another age. The far¬ 
mer has discarded the sickle and the 
flail for the binder and the threshing 
machine, but our townships and coun¬ 
ties carry on with an organization set 
up in the days of corduroy roads and 
huckboards. 

“Sounding the keynote of economy, 
many changes may be affected to les¬ 
sen the burden of the taxpayer. The 
abolition of township councils is a 
controversial subject that could be 
argued at some length, but it does 
seem reasonable to plan work on 
broader lines, viewing the whole rath¬ 
er than the part. A hundred acre 
farm can produce more economically 
than a fifty acre farm. Would not the 
same principle applv to the county?” 


Spooner Oils, Ltd., has closed in its 
rumor Valley gas .well but not be¬ 
cause of the orders of the Alberta 
G is (Joiffhrvalion Hoard. The com¬ 
pany shut its well in when ordered to 
by till-, government under the Oil and 
G;i.> Act of iDO 1 but it still refuses to 
cp. ivjily with the conservation board’s 
in ii act ions. 

Four other companies are charged 
with Spooner Oils with failure to 
comply with conservation orders and 
their case is proceeding in police 
court. It is expected the four com¬ 
panies will fall in line and accept the 
lie rd's demands but Spooner Oils 
have declared their intention of fight¬ 
ing conservation to the hitter end.. 

At present the Spooner officials are 
appealing an Alberta supreme court 
ruling dismissing an application for 
in injunction restraining the board 
from enforcing conservation on the 
grounds that the Conservation Act 
was ultra vires the provincial legisla¬ 
ture. 'They will appeal also if convict¬ 
ed on the police court charge. •

and provided Canadians with an op¬ 
portunity to trade with one-another. 
This greatly increased interchange of 
merchandise was carried on without 
robbing any other nation of trade. On 
tario’s purchases of Nova Scotia pro¬ 
ducts gave Nova Scotia the purchas¬ 
ing power to buy Ontario’s products 
and so on through all the area from 
Cape Breton to Lake Superior. Even 
lean years from 1873 to 1879 could 
not beat back the long-term tide of 
prosperous growth. 

Today the Empire countries—along 
with all other countries—find them¬ 
selves blighted by trade stagnation. 
It is vitally necessary for themselves 
■ind.for the world that trading be¬ 
tween countries be revived once more. 
Since general trade revival on an in¬ 
ternational scale is as remote a pros- 
lect as trade revival was to the Can- 
idian provinces in the early sixties, a 
tart must be made in some direction 
vhere action is as feasible and as 
iikely of immediate results as it was 
in the Confederation agreement of 
1867. To the Empire countries the 
direction is clearly marked; it is in the 
direction of intra-imperial trade.— 
Financial Post.
